a sorry looking place, the damage 
of the waters being almost complete. 
The fronts of most of the stores are 
ruined.

His 
residence near Philadelphia 
is just

politics. His ambition 'was to fill the 
humble and despised office of -road su- 
pervisor. But the township was over- 
whelmingly Republican, while he was 
a Democrat.

Fortunate- 
ly there was no race to his campaign 
for both parties saw fit to nominate 
him and he was elected unanimously.
